as being both God and man. The apoſtle here 


ſpeaking concerning Jeſus Chriſt, doth in Rom. ix. 


z teſtify concerning him, that he is God over all, 


bleſſed for ever more; and in the gd of the con- 


text, God our Savior; and in Tit. ii. 13. he doth 
ſtile him the great God, and, or as it may be ren- 


dered, even our Savior Jeſus Chriſt; meaning one 


and the ſame Being there ſpoken of, and not two, 

as ſome would conceive from the expreſſion. 
RELIGIoUS worſhip is paid to Chriſt, as in 

prayer, baptiſm, &c. which if he were a mere man, 


or a mere creature, would be but ſinful idolatry: 


Works evidential of the eternal being, and perfec- 
tions of God, particularly in Pſal. cii. 25. are in 
Heb. 1. 8. aſcribed to Chriſt ; as effected by him, 
and ought to convince us of his real and proper dei- 


ty. But unto the Son he ſaith, thy throne, O God 


is forever and ever; a ſceptre of righteouſneſs is the 


ſceptre of thy kingdom; thou haſt loved righteouſ-

neſs, and. hated iniquity, therefore God, even thy 


God, hath : anointed thee with the oil of gladneſs 


above thy fellows: And thou Lord, in the begin- 


ning, haſt laid the foundations of. the earth; and the 
heavens are the works of thine hands; they ſhall 
periſh, but thou remaineſt ; and they all ſhall wax 


old, as a garment, and as a veſture ſhalt thou fold 


them up, and they ſhall be changed ; but tho 


art the ſame, and thy years ſhall not fail. wi, 
T xis is a quotation from the 102d Plalm, where 


the pſalmiſt is ſpeaking of the true God; but to 


whom does'the apoſtle apply it, in Hebrews, before 


cited ? It is to Jeſus the Son, expreſsly applied. 


.* FURTHERMORE, Jehovah is a name or title, ap- 


plicable to none but to the true God. Pſal. Ixxxiii. 


18. That men may know thou whoſe name alone is 


Jehovab, art the Moſt High over all the earth: In 
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the diverſe places; wherein: that high and venerable 
name or title, is given to Chriſt, I ſhall mention but 
one, Jere.. xxiii 6. The Lord (or Jehovah) our 
righteouſneſs: Indeed that title ſeems to be given 
to the church; as it is rendered i in our bibles, Jer. 
xxxiii. 16. And this is the name wherewith ſhe 
ſhall be called, The Lord our righteoufneſs; but it 
may be read; He ſhall be called by her, the Lord 
our. righteouſneſs : That the glorious name, by 
which the church of Chrift ſhould call him, VIZ, The 
Lord our righteouſneſs. 
Wren the apoſtle in the text, ſpeaking of 
Chriſt, the only Mediator between God and men, 
calls him the man Chriſt Jeſus, he would not 
have us from thence conceive and believe concern- 
ing Jeſus Chriſt, that he is but merely man, for that 
would be contrary to the inſtructions of ſcripture i in 
other places, obliging us: to believe that he 1 is ui | 
God. as well as man. 

He m the text, ſpeaks of Chriſt, the one only 
Mediator between God and men, - calling him the 
man Chriſt Jefus, he would have us to be the more 
affectingly ſenſible of the wonderful condeſcenſion 
of Chriſt, who being God, yet became man, that he 
might mediate between the infinitely holy, and glo- 
rious God, and finfal men: The apoſtle in the text, 
ſpeaks thus of Chriſt, that we may ſee, with much 
admiration, how wonderfully our nature 18 advan 
ced, in Chriſt. | 

My text contains truths, that are every eflecial 
to, and fundamental in religion, viz. The Being of 

Cod; and the Mediation of Jeſus Chriſt. 

FTuxkz are theſe two: truths, we may conſider, 
when the apoſtle here ſaith, There is one God, viz. 
That there is a God; and that he is one: 
I. W are to conſider the firſt truth, viz. That 
there is a God. :

Tux evidences; proving the certainty of the di- 
man exiſtence, are eſpecially from the creation, pre- 
ſervation, and government of the world, and of all 
things by him; Rom. i. 19. Becauſe that which may 
be e of God, is manifeſt in them, for God hath 
ſhewed it unto them; for the javivble things ef 
him from the creation of the world, are clearly ſeen, 
being underſtood by the things chat are made, even 
his eternal power and Godhead ; and the evidence 
thence ariſing to-mankind, of the certainty :of the 
divine exiſtence, is very general, and extenſive; 
Pſal. xix. 1. The heavens declare the glory of God, 
and the firmament ſheweth forth his handy work; 
day unto day uttereth ſpeech, and night unto night 
ſheweth-forth knowledge; there is no ſpeech, nor 
language, where their voice is not heard. 
Tak heavens and earth, the various creatures, 
ſtand forth as evidences, and proclaim aloud, as it 
were, to all nations, the certainty of the being of 

1 the Creator of them. 

_ -- Sy, Paul, obſerving the fuperſtition of the Athe- 
nians, worſhipping an unknown God, endeavors 
their converſion, and to perſuade them to the ac- 

knowledgment and worſhip of the living and true 
God, he being the Maker, Preſerver and Governor 
of the world, and of all things; Acts xvii. 24. God 
that made the world, and all things therein, ſeeing he 
is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands, neither is worſhipped with men's 
hands, as though he needed any thing, ſeeing he 
giveth unto all life and breath, and all things; and 
hath made of one blood all nations of men, to 
dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath deter- 
mined the times before appointed, and the bounds 
of our habitations ; that they ſhould ſeek the Lord, 
ik haply they might feel after him, and find him, 
though he be not far from us; for it is in him that 
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we live, and move, and have our being. The evi- 
dences of the divine exiſtence being ſo manifeſt and 


abundant, God never ordered (as I recollect) an 
miracle to be wrought to convince atheiſts of his 


being; though there were many miracles wrought 
upon other occaſions. 


IN the word of God, or the holy Corlprures we 
have a great multitude of teſtimonies of the cer- 
tainty of the divine exiſtence, which ought to have 


-great weight with us, who enjoy not only the light 


of nature, but that of divine revelation, to convince 
and perſuade us of the infinite knowledge, good- 
neſs and faithfulneſs of God, who therein is pleaſed 
to reveal himſelf and his will unto us. . 
|  Anv it is there only that we have the certain 
knowledge of him, in his perſonal exiſtence, as be- 
ing the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghoſt ; and. 
the knowledge of that part, which each perſon per- 


formeth, particularly in the work of man's redemp- 


tion. 
II. As to the next ak we are here led to con- 


ſider, viz. That God is one; I need ſay only in 


few words, there can be but one being, as God 1s, 
from all eternity, uncreated, independent, and im- 


mutable ; and to ſuppoſe any more than one ſuch 


being to exiſt, would be to ſuppoſe a great incon- 


ſiſtency and abſurdity. 


Mos Es, the man of God, i perſuade Iſrael, 


that that God whom he exhorned them religiouſly 1 to 


fear, love and obey,. was the one only true God, in 


utter, and infinite diſtinction from all idols and 


falſe gods, Deut. vi. 4. Hear O Ifrael, the Lord 
our God is one Lord.“ 

III. Tux apoſtle in the text, e concerning 
Jeſus Chriſt, that he is the only mediator, between 
God and men. Now, ſaith he, Gal. iii. 20. a me- 


diator, is not a mediator of one; but God is one. 


4. 


A mediator i is one that intervenes, or comes 8 
two, or more contending parties; to adjuſt and make 
up differences between them. 

Ir man had continued in his firſt eſtate of in- 
nocency, there had been no need of a mediator be- 
tween God and him; that Jeſus Chriſt is mediator be- 
tween God and men, implies, that there is a difference 
or difficulty between God and man : This difference, 
or difficulty was occaſioned by man's s fin and diſobe- | 
dience againſt God. 

Tux divine exiſtence, appears from the light of 
nature, ſhining in, and from the works of creation and 
providence : But that there'is a mediator between 
God and man ; and that Jefus Chriſt is the one only 
mediator between a holy, offended God, and guilty 
offending man, and what Chriſt, as mediator hath 
done, and ſuffered in order for the reſtoration of peace, 
and amity between God and man; we are intirely de- 
pendant upon the holy ſcriptures for the knowledge of. 
As u og Chriſt hath by his obedience, both 
active and paſſive, ſecured the glory of God, and pro- 
cured help and ſalvation for ſinful, fallen men. 
Sovp, and man, by the fin of man, were become 
parties at variance with each other; Chriſt i in his me- 
diation, had a view and regard, both to the honor of 
God, and to the neceſſities, and neceſſary intereſt and 
good of ſinful, periſhing man. We may not ſo look 
to Chriſt's mediation with God, as to overlook his 
view therein to man ; nor fo look to the view therein 
he had to the relief and help of fallen man, as to 
overlook the view he in the whole of his mediation had 
to the honor and glory of God. We are directed, in 
Heb. iii. 1. to conſider the apoſtle, and high prieſt of 
our profeſſion, Jefus Chriſt ; but we do not conkder 
aright of Chriſt, as mediator, if in his mediation, we 
ſuppoſe he had a view. only to the neceſſities and ne- 
ceſſary * of fallen man; and not to the honor and 


„ 
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glory of God; for therein he had a view and regard 
to both; Heb. ii. 17. In all things, it behoved him 
to be made like unto his brethren, that he might be a 
merciful and faithful. high prieſt, in things pertaining 
unto God, to make reconciliation forthe fins of the peo- 
ple. Not only a merciful high prieſt, to bring about 
ſalvation for man from fin and miſery ; but alſo faith- 
ful to the honor of God, and to the claims of his holy 
and righteous law ; that ſalvation might come to, and 

be beſtowed upon man in a way conſiſtent with and 
promotive of the honor of God's holineſs, juſtice and 
truth; yea, of all the divine perfections. Often do we 
find him ſaying that he came to do the will of his 


father; to whom, we. find him in prayer appealing, 


John xvii. 4. I have glorified thee on earth; and 
when near to the dreadful hour of his ſufferings, that 
was near his heart, John xii. 28, 29. Now is my ſoul 
troͤbled, and what ſhall I ſay ? Father ſave me from 
this hour; but for this cauſe came I unto this hour; 
Father glorify thy name; then came there a voice 
from heaven, ſaying, I have both glorified it, and I 
will glorify it again. Jeſus Chriſt was the object of 
his Father's love and delight; not only as his eter- 


nal Son, but he was ſo in the whole of his medi- 


ation; but he would not have been ſo, if help and 
ſal vation ſhould come to any of ſinful, fallen men, in 
any way or degree, contrary to, or inconſiſtent with 
the honor of God: But by what Chriſt, as Mediator, 
hath done and ſuffered, mercy and truth have met to- 


gether, righteouſneſs and peace have kiſſed each other: 


All the divine perfections harmonige, and are glorified, 
in the everlaſting ſalvation of all who are redeemed 
by Jeſus Chriſt. Far more glory redounds to God, 


from the mediation of Chriſt, their Savior, than would 


from their everlaſting deſtruction and miſery. 
I cannor fee how it could be ſo, if Chriſt was 


only man, or a mere creature, though of the moſt ex- 
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cellent order, or of the higheſt conceidabde created ca- 
pacities; D For then the whole of his obedience would 
have been due to him, who gave him thoſe high qual- 


ifications and capacities ; and what would he then 
have to give for the ſaving help, and relief of guilty, 


eriſning ſinners of the human race? 
Bur the dignity of his divine nature, conveyed an 


inte merit to the obedience he yielded, and to the 


ſufferings he endured in his human nature; which 
he had taken into perfonal union with his divine na- 
ture: That he might be capable of yielding obedience, 
and of enduring ſufferings, he became incarnate : But 
who was he that became incarnate ? We are told in 
John firſt, that it was that word who was in the be- 
ginning with God, and was God, who made all things 
that are made ; then in the 14th verſe of that chap- 
ter, the evangeliſt faith, The word was made fleſh. &c. 
That i is a great and incomprehenſible myſtery, 1. Tim. 
iii. 16. Without controverſy, great is the myſtery of 
godlineſs ; God was manifeſted in the fleſh, juſtified, 
in the ſpirit, ſeen of angels, preached unto the gen- 
tiles, believed on in the world, and received up into 
glory. When Chriſt became incarnate, God was man- 
ifeſted in the fleſh ; it ' muſt · be a given caſe, that no 
creature can be the author of its own being ; but if 
Chriſt 1s but a mere creature, he muſt be the author 
of his own being, for we are aſfured, John i. 3. that 
by him (the word) all things were made, that are made. 

Cuklsr as mediator, became incarnate ; perfectly 
obeyed the precepts of the divine law ; and at laſt di- 
ed the accurſed death of the croſs, to make atonement: 
for fin, to honor and ſatisfy the law and juſtice of God, 
and to procure ſalvation for ſinners. 

AND now he is glorified in heaven, he lives for- 
ever, making continual interceſſion ; in which before- 
mentioned inſtances, conſiſts his mediation ; and what 


he did and ſuffered, when he'was upon earth muſt be 
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conſidered as the ground of his interceſſion which he 
is continually carrying on, now he is in heaven; it is 
that which he continually pleads in the preſence of 
God, as the ground on which proceeds the mercy of 
God, towards ſinful fallen men, in the beſtowment of 
providential favors. Audience of prayer, acceptance 
of your perſons and ſervices in that, and every other 
duty, or in their final acceptance to everlaſting life and 
happineſs. Fallen ſinful man can have nothing to do, 
ſafely or ſucceſsfully with God, without him, the media- 
tor; for out of Chriſt the mediator, God is a conſuming 
ſire to ſinners; but in and through Chriſt the media- 
tor, he is the God of all mercy and grace, ready to hear 
and anſwer prayer, and to beſtow his needed favors 
upon thoſe who ſeek to him therefor in Chriſt's name. 
I the text, the apoſtle ſaith, there is one media- 
tor between God and men, the man Chriſt Jeſus. 
Tuts truth is aſſerted with a like peremptorineſs, 
as that foregoing ; there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men, even the man Chriſt Jeſus. 
_ _ No: mediator of reconciliation, but he, 2. Cor. v. 
19. God was in Chriſt, reconciling the world unto 
himſelf. - It is in Chriſt, and in none other, that God 
1s reconciling the world unto himſelf. It is only by 
the mediation of Chriſt that any of the ſinful, fallen 
world of mankind, can become reconciled to God, 
and intereſted in his favor: Jeſus Chriſt is the only 
mediator of interceſſion ; alſo 1. John ii. 1. My little 
children, theſe things write I unto you, that ye fin 
not ; and if any man fin, we have an advocate with the 
father, Jeſus Chriſt the righteous : None other wor- 
thy ; none other aPpointed of God, to that high and 
1mportant office, and place of being mediator between . 
God and men, but Jeſus Chriſt : It is only through 
the oblation he made of himſelf, that any of the fin- 
ful world of mankind, are ranſomed from - everlaſting 
death and miſery unto everlaſting life and happineſs. 
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V. Tur there is ſalvation. for ſinners, by Jeſus 
Chriſt, who gave himſelf a ranſom for their redemp- 
tion, of which they ſhall all actually partake, who 
believe in him, is a precious truth, to be teſtiſied in 
due time: God's time is due time indeed: Goſpel time 
is due time; and it is a truth abundantly teſtified to 
us in the goſpel ; yea, it is what the prophets, with the 
apoſtles, concur in giving witneſs unto; Acts x. 43. 


Jo him gave all the prophets witneſs, that through 


his name, whoſoever believeth in him, ſhall receive re- 
miſſion of fins. San to Jpg ag | 


Anp having thus noticed the ſeveral truths con- 
tained in the text, I would now paſs to mention ſome 
uſes, by way of TMPROVEMENT of the ſubjeQ: 

1. Lr us, as it doth greatly concern us, have a 
firm and lively belief of the divine exiſtence, or that 
there is in very deed one only living and true God ; this 
is a truth which lays at the foundation of all true reli- 
gion; and very needful for us to have a firm and live- 
ly belief of, that we may be the more guarded againſt 
atheiſtical thoughts and ſuggeſtions, which are ſo miſ- 
chievous and hurtful both to our duty and comfort. 

2. LET us hence learn more to realize the evil of 


| fin. Sin muſt needs be a great evil, which hath made 
ſuch a breach btween. God and man, that nothing 


could heal, or make up, but the mediation of Chriſt, 
or what he as mediator, hath done, and ſuffered. It 
is (methinks) but mere arrogancy to ſay, God might 
have taken ſome other way for . the ſalvation of fin- 


ful fallen man, than the mediation of Chrift ; ſeeing 
that was the only way, that infinite wiſdom and mer- 


cy ſaw fit and ſufficient, in which ſinners are to be ſa- 
ved; and we ought from thence to realize the more 


| the great and fearful evil of fin, which has made ſuch 


a ſad breach between God and man that nothing could 


fuffice to heal and make it up, ſo as to bring God and

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man together; in a fate! of amity, reconciliation and 
Peace, but the mediation of Chri- Sung! o: 

3. Lr us hence be the more ſenſible of the kind- 
neſs of divine mercy and grace, in the proviſion made 
of a mediator between God and man, even Jeſus Chriſt. 
Tur when none of fallen mankind, could come 

unto God in any of the duties of religion, with accep- 
ance, or into a ſtate of reconciliation, peace and com- 
munion with him, on account of any worthineſs, or 
1 of their own; that there is ſuch liberty as 
is granted to us, of approach to God, and to hope for 
his acceptance of us, in the way of goſpel ordinances ; 
and at death, and in the end of the world, through the 
infinite mercy of Chriſt, the only mediator between 
God and men; is ſuch proviſion as Calls for our ſin- 
cere and fervent thankfulneſs to the infinite wiſdom 
and mercy of God, for making it for us. 

4. How ſincerely thankful ought we to be, for the 
light of divine revelation afforded to us ? Particularly | 
for the goſpel revelation, and : teſtimony concerning 
Jeſus Chriſt, the one only mediator between ow 
and men 

Many who meer not enjoyid thoſe ſpecial means 
of inſtruction, yet have been ſenſible they needed 
{ome more worthy being, than themſelves, to mediate 
between God and themſelves, and being ignorant of 

Chriſt the only mediator, have acknowledged and de- 
pended upon a great variety of mediators. How 
thankful ought we to be; for ſcripture revelation, we 
are favored with? Particularly for the goſpel revela- 

tion and teſtimony (we enjoy) concerning Chriſt, the 
only mediator between God and man; and that i in 
the goſpel we are ſo fully informed of what Chriſt has 
become, done, and ſuffered, and is till doing, as me- 
diator and interceſſor; whoſe mediation is the only 
ground of the chriſtian's hope of pardon, acceſs to, 
and communion with God; and of final acceptance 
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with him unto eternal life; Heb. xii. 24, 26. Veh 
come unto mount Zion, to the city of the living:GoT;
